this year's increase, the amount 
collected here having been Hk. Ts. 
1,362,434 in 1899 and Tis. 3,760 
this year. Of the specially named 
treaty ports to which we confine our 
attention this morning, now num- 
bering—including the West River 
stations—twenty-nine, four, Kiaochon, 
Yochou, Nanking, aud Santuao, con- 
tributed nothing to the revenue last 
year, While Santuao has still contri- 
uted nothing this year; on the 























other hand, Newchwang opened 
earlier last year and Hk. Tls. 34,000 
were collected there in the first 








quarter of 1899 against nil this 
year. Of the other ports, fourt 
showed an improvement, including 
all the river ports, and ten a decline, 
the culprits being Chefoo, Soochow, 
Ningpo, Wenchow, Foochow, Amoy, 
Samsh nui, Kumehuk, Kiungehow, and 
Pakhoi.

But many of them believe that the 
treaties confer exemption from any tax 
upon their house property or on the reut 
of their lind. They have stated thei 
reasons for that view, and, pending a settle- 
iment of the question, they are unwilling 
to pay. Their proper course, in our opinion, 
would be to pay, trusting theit diplomatic 
representatives to recover the money for 
them should it be proved to hare been 
wrongfully collected. But, whatever view 
may be entertained about that matter, it 
not be tov clearly understood that there 
no desire to defy the authorities or to 
evade liabilities. ‘There is a discussion, 
that is all ; and until some final decision is 
reached, the foreign resident hesitates to 
pay, especially as, in one instance at all 
events, he has heen desired by his Consul 
not to do se. —" Japan Mail.”

For many years past people of an inguir- 
ing turn of mind have been asking, says 
the “Globe,” what becomes of all the lost 
pins, and of late years they have been 
asking the same question concerning the 
old tin cans. The riddle has been answer- 
ed so far as New York is concerned, and as 
Americans tise much more tinned food 
than we do, we may take it that they have 
found the ‘secret. of disposing of old tin 
cans. No fewer than three hundred thou- 
sand old cans are picked up each week in 
New York alone by an army of hucksters. 
The factory buys them by the ton, and 
pays the huckster a sovereign a ton for 
them. ‘The tins are then put into a large 
furnace, and subjected to a heat of from 
four to'five hundred degrees. This heat 
melts off the solder, which is run of by 
itself to be afterwards purified. ‘Then the 
cans are sorted, and those with their sides 
uninjured are picked out for what is called 
“can iron.” These cans are flattened out, 
and packed in bundles of fifty pounds each, 
and sold {o the manufacturers of tin 
trunks and sueh like goods. The refuse 
tin of the battered and broken old cans is 
melted down after it is sorted from the 
solder and the “can iron,” and is cast into 
window sash weights and similar rough 
articles. Of the fifty tons dealt with each 
week something like forty tons are this re- 
fuse stuff. But the strangest part of the 
industry is that the fairly sound cans seem 
never to be made again into tins for can- 
ned food. Perhaps old tin trunks are need 
for this purpose, and that in this way the 
circle is completed.

Srerne that riding in its various 
forms of racing, hunting and paper- 
chasing, has been for many years one 
of our most prominent amusements, 
it is strange that riding men as a 
body have not done more to improve | 
their favourite pastime. The founda- 
tion of all pleasure in riding is the| 
possession of a well-broken animal, 
but it may be confidently asserted 
that not five per cent of the ponies 
ridden in Shanghai have received 
more than the roughest and most 
elementary schooling. As long as a! 
pony wil allow his ofner to get on 
his back, and then go for all he is 
worth, he is considered a finished 
performer, fit for the hunting field. 
When training for the races is in 
progress it is amusing to watch 
the little animals scuttering round | 
the course. Some are really quite | 
fine movers for thei size, bat; 
nearly everyone trots with his nose | 
stuck out like a square finger-post | 
and has the bit firmly wedged against 
his back tecth instead of pressing on 
the gums. Hardly one holds his| 
headin such a position that his 
hindquarters are properly beneath 
him, In other words, the ponies ar 
neither collected nor balanced. The 
popular method of stopping a pulling 
pony is the Chinese one of dragging 
his head round to his shoulder, since } 
the bit makes no impression on his! 
tecth. It is quite‘a mistake to sup- | 
pose, as some men here assert, that 
the China pony cannot for anatomi:

They will | 
ruthlessly starve a valuable animal 
for the sake of a few cents, and it is 
almost impossible to make them keep 
a pony and its gear really clean. 
They have their own hidebound 
ideas, and regard any order or sug- 
gestion differing from their own 
views or causing them trouble with a 
contemptuous pity. A growing want 
in Shanghai is a well-managed livery 
stable, where the ponies would be 
fed and groomed under competent 
foreign supervision, and where the 
saddiery would be properly looked ; 
after. “Where such matters are left 
to a native headman, abuses are 
certain. Foreign horses are coming 
more into favour, and there are several 
valuable animals now here which 
require greater care than the in- 
digenous moke, especially as the 
local food is_not altogether suitable 
for them. It is not necessary to 
make any special complaints against 
the livery stables now established, as 
their shortcomings are well known 
to their patrons, but we think the 
time has come for reform in the 
natter of supervision and feed. A pro- 
perly equipped establishment, where 
owners could feel sure that their 
animals were fully fed and efficiently 
groomed, supplied with a manage and 
jumping school, ought to prove a 
financial success. 

It is curious how the conservatism 
of Shanghai comes ont in the pre- 
judice against imported horse: i 
ally for cross-country ridi 
the few men who have taken to them 
re not found willing to revert to the 
native article. They certainly require 
more care. Australians, on _ first 
arrival, are thrown out of condition 
by the reversal of the seasons, which 
makes them begin to grow a winter 
coat the first summer, and they 
need to be guarded against the 
damp winter. But once acclimatised, 
they do well enough. ‘Two re- 
grettable accidents in the country, 
resulting in the deaths of two fine 
horses, prove nothing inst their 
suitability for local conditions, as they 
might have happened anywhere. 
The fact is that a horse which is well 
in hand is much less likely to gi 
his rider a spill in the Shangh: 
country than is a smaller animal. 
Another consideration is that there 
is no comparison between the pleas- 
ure of riding a horse and a pony on 
the road, to which we are restricted 
for eight menths in the year. No 
lady wants to ride a pony ‘when she 
can procure a horse. ‘These facts, 
and the increasing price of the native 
product, make it probable that every 
year will see more horses ridden, and

OCEAN LINERS.

_Ustit the Siberian Railway is com- 


pleted we must undertake a long sea 
voyage in order to reach home, and 
are consequently all personally in- 
terested in the developments of ocean 
steamships. In the “Quarterly Re- 
view ” published last January, there is 
a most interesting article giving a 
brief history of the progress which has 
taken place since the Savannah first 
crossed the Atlantic under steam in 
1819, making the voyage in twenty- 
five days. Some years later a small 
vessel of 122 feet in length made the 
voyage from Calcutta to London in 
113 days. In 1838, fourteen years 
after the Savannah’s first trip, the 
Royal William crossed from Quebec 
to Liverpool in about 40 days. In 
1838 the Liverpool made several 
passages, averaging seventeen days 
out and fifteen home. As all these 
vessels were owned by Americans, 
the honour of demonstrating the 
practicability of Atlantic steam 
navigation lies with the United 
States. It is amusing nowadays to 
read that in the very year— 
1833—when these steamships were 
on the point of commencing their 
careers, Dr. Lardner was demonstrat- 
ing at the Royal Institution at Liver- 
pool that “as to the project which 
was announced in the newspapers of 
making the voyage directly from 
New York to Liverpool, it was, he 
had no hesitation in saying, perfectly 
chimerical, and they might as weil 
talk of making voyage from New 
York to the moon.” 

‘At first the clipper ships used 
often to race and beat the steamers, 
one of them doing the passage in 
thirteen days ; but, whereas the clip- 
pers embodied the last and highest 
efforts of the shipwright, the steamers 














{were the crude first efforts of the 


marine engineer, and the result of the 
contest was not long left doubtful. Mr. 
Samuel Cunard, a Quaker of Halifax 
in Nova Scotia, was the maa who 
initiated a regular mail service across 
the Atlantic, and in 1839 a contract 
was entered into with the Admiralty 
stipulating for a fortnightly service 
between Liverpool, Halifax and Bos- 
ton, at a subsidy of £60,000 per an- 
num. The first steamer of the line, 
the Britannia, was launched in Feb- 
ruary 1840, and sailed for America 
on the 4th July. ‘The early Cunarders 
were built of wood and propelled by- 
paddles, and they carried first class 
passengers only, about one hundred 
being accommodated on each voyage, 
the length of which averaged fourteen 
days. ‘The emigrant service was 
commenced by the Inman Com- 
pany in 1850, and it was this line 
which introduced iron as a build- 
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, the serew in place of 
paddles, and steam steering gear. 
This line also owned the first 
steamer which crossed the Atlantic 
in less than six the feat 
being accomplished by the City of 
Paris in 1889. Ten years have 
achieved scarcely any advance on this 
speed, the chief developments having 
been in the direction of greater com- 
fort and carrying power. 

The engine power of the modern 
lines is gigantic. The Lucania 
develops the energy of 30,000 horses 
or 180,000 strong men: a power 
which is equal to lifting 441,964 tons 
one foot high per minute, or one ton 
534 miles high in one minute. Its 
exertion would suffice to lift the 
whole weight of the Oceanie— 
28,500 tons—to a height of 15 feet in 
one minute. A couple of tram- 
way cars could be driven abreast 
through the funnel of the Oceanic. 
The two funnels of the Lucania are 
21 feet in diameter, and they are 
considerably more than half the 
height of the Monument. 

It would appear that the limit 
of speed for ocean liners has been 
approximately reached, unless some 
radical changes in the machinery 
of propulsion are discovered. The 
enormous consumption of coal, 
amounting in some cases to as much 
as 500 tons a day, already leaves 
little enough room’ for cargo, and 
more cannot be carried profitably. 
‘The modern Atlantic liner has to 
earn about; £16,000 clear per trip 
before making any profit. Very little 
of the force stored up in the coal 
escapes transformation. ‘The earlier 
steamers burnt five or six pounds of 
coal for each unit of horsepower per 
hour, and as this has now been 
reduced to less than 1}lbs it is 
hardly likely that the proportion of 
coal consumed to each unit of horse- 
power developed will be further 
reduced. It is possible that-future 
advances in speed will be made 
through the application and improve- 
ment of the turbine, but this is at 
present in the experimental stage. 
Speed has been more than doubled in 
sixty years, but it would be over-san- 
guine to look for equal progress in 
the future. After all, we have much to 
be thankful for when we compare 
our lot with that of our grandfathers, 
and even our fathers. We travel with 
speed and in comfort, even luxury, 
and can count on arriving with cer- 
tainty within a month at a port which 
it took them four or six months of 
discomfort to reach. Mails have been 
landed by the P. & 0. steamer 
Caledonia in Bombay within 123 
days from London. “Compare this 
with the ante-Canal days, when men 
never went home from India on leave 
because they might be a year on the 
voyages to and fro. Now people 
commonly go home for the hot 
months, When shall we be able to do 
the same in China?

Ir is almost cert that to readers 
of Dickens the two words quoted at 
the head of this article will suggest 
Chadband, and if not Chadband, then 
Stiggins, ‘or Pecksniff. No other 
writer unless it be that indefatigable 
hunter of all shams, hoary or other- 
wise, Mr. Labouchere of “Truth,” 
has collected such a gallery of con- 
summate hypocrites as Dickens. No- 
body ever clothed with living flesh 
and blood their counterfeit carcases 
so naturally as he. 

But H. W. Wilson, from whose 
article in thé “ Nineteenth Century” 
we borrow onr title, had no 
prophet in mind when he penned it. 
No Pharisee had aroused the ire of 
the well-known naval critic, no Judas 
had been unearthed at the Admiral- 
ty, and thongh every little Bethel 
should swarm with grey-headed dis- 
semblers, it was not of them that he 
spake, but, and he is responsible for 
whatever mixture of metaphor there 
may be,his hoaryshams arethe Dread- 
noughts, Devastations and other out- 
of-date old battle-ships still figuring 
on our lists as effective vessels. Mr. 
Wilson's article is in fact a pointed 
enquiry into the condition of the 
British Navy. He echoes the ques- 
tion, since the Army has been tried 
and’ found wanting, what certainty 
have we that the same may not 
be the case when our first line of 
defence comes to face the foe? If 
the heads of the War Office have 
been proved to be hoary shams, may 
there not be grey-headed frauds at 
the Admiralty ? 

The question is by no means im- 
ertinent. We have never despaired 
for a moment as to the issue of the 
South African struggle, but in view 
of the undisguised hostility shown to 
Great Britain by the majority of the 
European peoples, the condition of our 
Navy is of paramount impo 
The war is likely to prove fata 
at least some false assumptions by 

and against England and English- 
men. A very hoary sham has al- 
ready received its quietus. It will 
never again be believed by Great 
Britain that her immense empire ean 
be held together by moral suasion 
aided by a small military police force. 
We shall ere long have disposed of 
one enemy within our borders; we 
know of varions others close to our 
frontiers, enemies in posse that is to 
say, whom however we would gladly 
convert into friends in esse. ‘Lhe 

must therefore be a growth in m 
tate strength. At the moment it 
looks likely that the rifle-club system 
of Switzerland will become the model 
of British home-training, and in this 
connection we may quote the opinion 
of a German officer to the effect. that | 
small as Switzerland is, and mighty | 
as the German power is known to be, 
the Vaterland would have to put forth 
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all its power to conquer the Swiss 


Confederation. This was apropos of 
the difficulty Great Britain has ex- 
perienced in South Africa, where 
another hoary sham has gone the way 
of all falsity, that which has so long 
declared that untrained men could 
never stand against disciplined troops. 
The Boers have done it. Allowing 
them to have had the full maximum 
attributed to them, something over a 
hundred thousand, it is plain that we 
could provide ten times that number 
in Great Britain with no strain what- 
ever upon the personnel of the coun- 
try. We should want no boys of 
sixteen nor men of sixty. Our roads 
are so good and so abundant that 
rapid concentration could be made in 
any direction; and with bicycles, 
motor cars, mounted infantry” and 
cavalry on’ our side, any invading 
force should find it a difficult task to 
make headway. The French invasion 
seare is cyually ridiculous whether 
north or south of the channel. ‘To 
make it impossible so far as England 
is concerned should surely be an easy 
task, * 

Of hoary shams that have mas- 
queraded in British uniforms theré 
are various kinds. Continental 
critics -place amongst them the 
Generals at present in command, 
excepting Roberts and Kitchener. 
We are however content to wait for 
the complete history of the war 
before deciding on that point. ‘The 
frontal attacks, some of which, be it 
remembered, were quite successful, 
may be shown to have been necessary, 
and so far there is no competent 
opinion made public except that of 
Lord Roberts, who alone can have 
known enough .of the details. The 
Intelligence Department however has 
needed no accuser, “ By their works 
ye shall know them,” and when the 
war is over, and time has come to 
re-organise, we trust that, with other 
parts of the War Office, this Depart- 
ment will be brought under the 
military heel of some martinet of the 
Kitchener type. War is a scionce 
now-a-days, the professional soldier 
says, and every one worth his salt 
knows that science is nothing but 
organised knowledge. Without know. 
ledge there can be no science, and 
in-war time the incarnation either 
of the knowledge or the ignorance of 
an army is its Intelligence Depart- 
ment. The present want of system 
will probably die hard, but there is 
little doubt that the coming settle- 
ment will bring down its grey hairs 
with odium to the grave. So with 
another hoary ‘sham, the carefully 
nurtured belief in the superiority of 
the professional soldier over the civi- 
lian. It has been this more than any- 
thing which has led to the almost in- 
sufferable snubbing from which the 
auxiliary forces have hitherto suffered 
at the hands of the Home authorities. 
No nation ever before had a quarter 
of a million men practically paying 
their own expenses and voluntarily 
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giving time and service to their coun- 
try from pure patriotism. How the 
authorities met these men, how they 
met the militia, equally patriotic, but 
not volunteers, everybody knows. 
Now that the pets of the London 
season both in high and low life have 
met their equals in the unkempt, 
untrained, undisciplined Boers ; now 
that they have had to swallow their 
conceit and ask help from the despis- 
cd auxiliaries, we may hope that this 
hoary sham in common with others 
may disappear; and last, but most 
important of all, may we hope for 
the utter extinction of that “side” 
which has thought all too slightingly 
of colonial thought and colonial aid, 
The attitude of our self-governing 
colonies has been magnificent. No 
other word could adequately describe 
the manner in which they first of all 
seized the salient point in the dis- 
ute and then threw all their weight 
into the scale to aid the mother 
country, We repeat, their action 
was magnificent. And yet their 
early offers were néne too politely 
met. Luckily the Britisher, be he 
home-born or colonial, is not partica- 
larly thin-skinned, and the danger 
that offence might be ‘taken at 
affronts, of which various curious 
instances might be given, passed 
away, never more it is hoped to 
endanger the absolute unity of the 
British race however dispersed. The 
war has been long, costly, and bloody 
enough to satisfy even Oom Paul, 
probably. It opened with such a 
series of reverses to the British 
power as will’do more good to us 
than ten times the number of vic- 
tories. We shall have nothing to be 
proud of when the fight is over, 
except the consummate bravery of 
our own men and that of their foes, 
but with many a hoary sham the 
less, and many a useful lesson learnt, 
we shall have much to be thankful 
for, and neither our blood nor our 
money will have been spent in vain.

He would beg Weng 
Tung-ho, ¢very morning, with tears in his 
eyes, to lot that visit suffice; but the great 
man’ ssid “You have to report every day 
that Fam here and how can you certify 
that T havo not run away unless you s 
me?” Finally the Magistrate kotowed and 
seemed go distressed that Weng Tung-ho 
grew surry for him and the visits ceased,

THE ARRIVAL OF THE GUNDOATS. 


Since it was known that H. M, gun- 
ats Woodcock and Woodiark left Iehang 
on the th of April little else was spoki 
of, in fact there was lit-le else of interest 
to speak of—war news being very scarce— 
but the probable date of their arrival in 
Chungking. All soris of yarns were con- 
cocted, circulated and, in some cases, 
swallowed as to the cause of their delay, 
and after they had been expected for three 
weeks it was given out on the hest 
authority that they had returned t» Ichang, 
but those who believed in British pluck 
turned a deaf ear to such insinuations 
and still coutinued to look for the 
coming of her Majesty's ships. Nor were 
they disappointed, for on Sunday, the Gh 
of May, at 10.30 a.m., H. M.S. Womlesck 
was stzhted from the hills overlooking 
Chungking and about five minutes alter 
H. M.S. Woodlark came in 
the gunboats come straight on they c 
have entered the harbour without any of 
the foreign coummunity, but those who 
were on the hills, being aware of the fact, 
but Captain Watson evidently wanted to 
give us all a chance of secing the novel 
sight of two of H. M, gunboats entering 
the port of Chungking, and so he cousider- 
ately anchored t es below the city 
and sent word up that he would stem in 
at 10.30 next morning. 

The whole of the foreign community 
turned out to see the arrival, which was 
announe-d by a terrific salvo from the 
Chinese gunboats, which were all gaily 
dressed with flags; the gunboats returned 
the salute and then the Chinese began 
firing indiscriminately in their usual 
fashion and continued to do so all the 
morning. 

A number of the foreign community 
boarded the gunboats as soon as they had 
anchored off the Customs Pontoon and 
heartily congratulated the Captains upon 
the success of the trip. ‘The ships were 
then dressed and the National Anthem 
sung, which was fullowed by three cheers 
for the Queen. 

On Friday Captain Watson held a re- 
ception on board the Woodeock to which 
the whole of the foreign community was 
invited. It was a grand success and wax 
enjoyed by everybody. ‘The Woodeock 
left here on Sunday morning for Suifu, 
with the Consul, Mr. Fraser, on board ; 
she is expected to return on the 23rd and 
she will leave on the 25th of May for 
Tchang. It seems uncertain yet whether a 
boat will be stationed here for the summer. 

The event, marking as it docs an impor 
tant advance in British influence in the 
west of China, is one for general congratt- 
lation, and with the coming of the exzerly 
anticipated Pioneer we hope it will be 
accentuated. ‘The presence of the gun- 
boats in these parts will have a wonderful 
moral effect on the authorities, besides, 
later, affording another illustration of how 
trade follows the flag. It is to be heped 
that the petty hindrances which the autho- 
tities have shown themselves se apt to 
pnt in the way ef the foreign merchant 
will be less frequent, for they will have it 
made apparent that though the force is 
not very considerable it is yet able to back 
up remonstranees in a very marked man. 
ner. 

‘The trip took exactly 33. days, but only 
69 steaming hours. The delay was caused 
by a bad accident to the Woodlark. While 
ascending a rapid she had to alter her 
course to avoid colliding with a down-com- 
ing junk; in doing so she was caught by 
the current and carriéd down, before she 
could be brought round, on to. some rocks 
below. Her bow was completely smashed 
in.

A CONFLICT WITH THE RUSSIANS. 

A few days ago a very sad occurrence 
wok place near Kuangehéngtse, in which 
a Russian officer, Captain Yenkayvitch, 
two Cossacks and several Chinese soldiers 
list their lives. ‘There are various reports 
to hand and it is not easy to say which is 
correct. The most generally. believed is 
that a Chinese, who is in the employ of the 
Russians as interpreter, was arrested by 
Chinese soldiers for gambling. A friend, 
who was also an interpreter, reported the 
matter at the Russian settiement in such 
a manner that Captain Yenkayvitch and a 
party of Cossacks went and demanded the 
prisoner's release. An altercation took 
place and rifle shots were exchanged, with 
the above-mentioned result. It is a moot 
point who fired first and what provocation 
was given. The Tartar-Genéral has sent 
an official to investigate the affair on the 
xpot—and so also has M. Louba, who is 
stid to be the highest Russian Civil au- 
thority in Manchuria and who has come 
to reside in Kirin to take charge of 
Russian interests.

The 
railway bridge collapsed, and a locomotive

I never remember seeing such a magni- 
ficent. spectacle as we had here the day 
alter the river Sungari broke up.. | Near 
midnight, on the Gth instant, the ice gave 
way and’ in a few hours the water rose 
from ten to fifteen feet, carrying away 
everything within its reach, piles of tim- 
ber, junks on the hanks, coal-heeps, ete., 
and throwing them in wild confusion, here, 
there and everywhere. But the impres- 
sive sight was tho fields of ice floes heaped 
in piles ten, twelve and even fifteen feet 
high, flashing brilliantly in the bright 
sunshine, recalling pictures trom the polar 
regions.” Though this is nearly @ month 
ago, during which time the maximum 
daily temperature has varied-from 50" to 
80°F. in the shade, there are still great 
piles of ice severai fect thick on the banks. 

‘The building of permanent steel bridges 
over the Sungari, which will withstand 
the tremendous forces of floating ice in 
spring and of seething cataclysm in sum- 
ner, is bo mean undertaking. Fortumite- 
ly, judging by the fine bridges over the 
Volga, Obi and other great rivers which 
we have scen, there is little reason to 
doubt that our Russian friends will show 
themselves equal to the task.

GOOD CROPS AND QUIETUDE. 

This is the first period of the year when 
the native is extremely anxious until there 
falls a soaking rain, enabling the farmer 
to plant and sow without fear. To the 
south and south-west in northern Honan 
and south-western Shantung, such rains 
have fallen, and there is in consequence 
‘comparative peace in those localities. 

THE REVERSE AND ITS RESULTS. 

In this section, I might say within a 
large region, stretching north over a 
hundred miles, and to the east and west 
perhaps as far, the conditions are quite 
the reverse. As a result, within a radius 
of thirty miles, local bands of robbers are 
rising all over the country. To the west 
there are places being "pillaged every 
night. (This is the region where the Boxer 
business got a start two years ago.) High- 
waymen, mounted, frequently attack trav- 
ellers on the roads, seizing their bundles 
and galloping off. | Within the last few 
nights the soldiers have turned out to 
guard the mission premises. As they have 
done this unrequested, it shows both ther 
determination to protect and that they 
have reason to fear an attack on our pre- 
mises. Your average Chinese official does 
not put himself to extra trouble and ex- 
pense without good reason therefor! 

On the evening of the 12th, a missionary 
and family coming from the south stopped 
at a market town, 25 miles from here. 
Their inn yard was soon filled with a reck- 
less mob, yelling and reviling. They at- 
tempted repeatedly to force their way into 
the rooms of the mother and children, 
breaking down the door, ete. The 
sionary remonstrated until he saw that 
Temonstrances were of no avail, when he 
pulled a revolver and threatened to shoot 
the leader if he advanced another step. 
The crowd “read shoot in his eye” 
and fel! back, but made up in vile language 
and expectorations for their failure to loot 
and injure the foreigners. There was 

encampment of soldiers only 
short distance off, but although certa 
ly aware of all that had happened, o 
ally the commander could be said to 
nothing about the affair, 

‘The writer knows the place well—as a 
noted encampnrent of Boxers. That 
there were Boxers in the crowd which 
made the above attack, is as certain as 
anything in China which everyone knows 
is xo, and which cannot be proved. It is 
also certain that the possession of a loaded 
revolver and the determination to use 
it, if necessary, alone saved this gentle- 
man and his family from being looted 
and outraged, if not murdered.

NORTH-WESTERN SHANTUNG.

‘THE BOXER TROUBLE. 

Five months of the rule of Yuan Shih- 
kai in Shantung have made it evident 
that with his hands effectually tied from 





Peking, there is little to be hoped for 
from his desire to have peace and tran- 
quillity until there is more pressure upon 





the Central Government or whatever 
takes the place of that somewhat im- 
aginary quantity. It is an instructive 
fact that within the period of about a 
mouth, there have been engagements 
between Boxers and Chinese troops, or 
else between Boxers and Roman Catho- 
lics in three differentyplaces, two of them 
in Chihli and one in Shantung, one of 
the former being within fifty li of the 





provineial capital Paotingfu, a score or 
so being reported as killed. 





After tho t was over the 'pro- 
vincial authorities went gut td the spot 
to be suro that it was still in situ, or for 
other obscure purposes. In another 
instance near Ts'angchou, the Roman 
Catholics were well armed, and had 
a “battle” -with the Boxers, in which 
an important leader of the latter was 
Killed, but it was done by their own men, 
as is alleged by mistake, but they do not, 
explain why it was necessary to have a 
“battle” if noone was to be killed. 
The magistrate was absent at Paotingfu, 
attending to. troubles, which had. atvsett 
from his previous dealing with tho 
Boxers, which had been too severe to 
suit the milk-and-water enthusiasm of 
some of the leading provincial authori- 
ties. 

THE SHANTUSG CLAIM! 

In the province of Chibli almost 
all the long-standing Protestant, claims 
have either been settled or arranged 
for, while in Shantung next to no- 
thing has either ween accomplished, 
or even begun. An Imperinl decree was 
received in Chinanfu several weeks ago, 
replying to a memorial of Governor Yuan's 
on the subject, which seemed to indicate 
that when the more urgent relief for the 
latest: sufferers from this spring’s Yellow 
River imundations had been provided for, 
something must be done about the Chris- 
tians’ claims, in regard to which, it was al- 
leged, the various Ministers were uttering 
“clamorous words.” But the critica 
phrases upon which all depended in the 
interpretation, might be read with varying 
significations (as is so often the case in 
Chinese documents of importance) and the 
reader could take his choice, the résponsi- 

uity for a mistake being in’any ease with 
the Governor. 





A SORRY OUTLOOK. 

The ground has been mostly planted, 
but there will be a deficiency of cotton 
owing to the extremely scanty rains, which 
give little promise for a harvest. It is 
almost. the first year within the memory of 
the oldest natives, when there is practical- 
ly no wheat harvest at all, thero being such 
& small acreage that it may as well be dis- 
regarded. Multitudes of poor people de- 
pend upon the gleanings of this crop to 

lp through the dismai period until the 
autumn harvgst is ripe, but in this unfor- 
tunate year their experience will be that 
of those who have salt given them to eat 
to relieve thirst. Recent efforts have been 
made to excite the people of T'ungchou 
against the foreigners who have lived, in 
that city for an entire generation, during 
a large part of which period extensive 
medical work for men, women, and chil- 
dren has been carried on to universal 
satisfaction. Yet to the Boxer sympa- 
thisers of that decadent city, it seemed a 
happy expedient to seize’ a wretched 
beggar who had been to the dispensary 
to be smeared with sulphur ointment for 
the itch, and beat him to make him con- 
fess that he had been bribed by the foreig- 
ners to poison wells !_ The poor fellow was 
terribly abused until he admitted some- 
thing, and was then taken to the Magis- 
trate for examination. The incumbent 
of this office has been in this post several 
times and knows the city well. He soaked 
some of the medicine in water to see if it 
would turn all the colours of the rainbow 
as alleged (which it was supposed would be 
positive proof of well-poisoning inten- 
tions), and then dismissed the case on the 
ground that there are no ‘Frenchmen’ 
on the North Back Street, of whom it was 
claimed that the stuff was got. After this 
another miserable wretch was seized and 
Lalf killed to make him admit a like charge, 
and as he refused, he was about to bo 
buried alive in a temple yard, as Heaven's 
punishment for his dreadful crimes. But 
the priest, fearing lest it should spoil the 
féngshui of his sacred spot, complained 
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to the Magistrate that the perpetrators 
had chosen the wrong spot. About the 
same time one of the foreigners also 
wrote the official a letter explaining the 
situation. The magistrate then arrested 
the prime mover in the affair, who had 
an old grudge against the missionaries 
on account of his connection with a 
bold and almost successful effort to 
kill one of them five years ago. He is 
said to have confessed nothing, but 
‘evidence seems to have been forthcoming 
from somewhere, and he is reported to 
have been punished by imprisonment for 
life—a reward none too severe for 
the unprovoked and inexcusable crime 


of attempting to raise a mob to 
murder a large number of _for- 
eigners, and destroy vast | quanti- 





ties of property. But it is alvays un- 
certain whether sentences of this sort 
“will bo carried into effect, and .if they 
are not, those threatened are generally 
in much greater danger than before, as 
the all prevailing element of “face” 
requires that the plan must ultimate- 
ly bo carried out. On the trial of the 
principal of the would-be murderers of 
‘the missionary mentioned above, this 
same official inquired what the motive 
was to such an unprovoked and dastard- 
ly outrage. To this the assassin made 
tho instructive reply: “ Hsia-pu-liao-t‘ai” 
that is, unless he killed the foreigner 
who had failed to give him 2 job of 
work, he could not save his own “ face 

except by killing the foreigner (always a 
good friend of his), albeit with the cer- 
tainty that he also fost his head as an i 
evitable part of the process. No wonder 
the Chinese put reputation (of a certain 
sort) in the forefront as one of the twin 
motives governing the wholo circle of 
bam activities, ‘the other being Pro-

Ie OUTLOOK FoR THE FUTURE. 


The proclamation of the Empress Dowa- 
er, stating that it is possible for the evi 
isposed, under guise of drilling as village 
nuirds, to clique together for selfish ends, 
Herearhing the Christians, etc., has at last 
made its oficial appearance on the city 
gates. It is to be hoped that the proclm- 
ation, though rather an insipid one and 
only ‘vaguely threatening punishment to 
these mischief makers, will be enforced 
where it is needed and not simply posted 
m cities like this, where peace and quiet- 
ness prevail. The fact is that these latter 
benefits result, not from any number of 
proclimations, but from the character of 
the man, that is the district magistrate, who 
exercises the immediate authority over the 
people. ‘This has been seen so often, that 
itis almost au axiom that for-the higher 
officials to issue proclamations enjoining 
peace in a certain district, while at the 
same time they retain there a well-known 
bitter opponent of Christianity and for- 
* eigners, is pure farce work. 

We learn from high authority in Peking 
that tho present. régime has evidently con- 
cluded that secing the native Christians 
are after all Chinese subjects, no foreign 
power will intervene in their behalf, and 
that provided no foreign lives are lost 
it. is perfectly safe to allow all so i 
clined to carry on their persecutions. 
‘Accordingly those in a position to know, 
predict troublous times «head for the 
native Christians, both Protestants and 
Roman Catholics. That such a scheme of 
persecution could be practically worked out, 
to a successful issue, seems too much for 
even such men as Yii Asien and Li Ping- 
héng to expect, for the simple rewson that 
when persecution grows too severe, here 























and there a foreign pastor or priest will 
not hold aloof, but taking the risk, will 
expose himself in the attempt to rescue 
his people. The mob will do the rest, 
and there will be a Foreign Power to 
settle with. The pity of it is that to 
allow mattérs to reach such a culmina- 
tion, seems to be in general the present 
policy of foreign governments ; whether 
it is a good policy, or whether it would 
not be better to insist that these per- 
secutions under official connivance, Boxer 
Societies, etc., shall be shelved once for 
all, hardly seems an open question. 
TBE GOOD OLD WAY. 


Last year the northern coast of Shan- 
tung, for a part of the summer at least, 
enjoyed steam communication with Chefoo 
but this year no sound of whistle or syren 
mars the inward peace of either muleteer, 
innkeeper, or junkman. Long ago when 
the world did not change very fast, a wise 
Roman said : Tempora mutantur, nos et 
mutamur in illis. But even in this pro- 
gressive age, the old-time Confucianist 
would say =— 

“Times may come and times may go. 

But we stand still forever.” 

A prominent firm in Chefvo claims that 
it will not pay to establish steam com- 
munication, in other words run a boat, 
along this coast until some of the vexatious 
{regulations in regard to stopping at way 
places are removed, and until the canal 
from Yaugchinko to Chinanfu is made 
navigable for a light-draught coasting 
steamer. If that is the case, there is 
sinall hope, under the present  (mal-) 
administration of anything being accom- 
plished.

When these Shantung offices were es- 
tablished, it was in a number of instaxecs 
with the assistance of the missionaries. At 
that time nothing was said about keeping 
them open on the Sabbath. Postal Rule 
No. 30 now requires all inland offices to be 
Kept open every day of the year excepting 
the first three days of the New Year, the 
Emperor's birthday, the 5th vf the ‘fifth 
moon, the 13th of the eilth moon, and thir 
last day of the year. Without going into 
the moral question of the requirement 
per se, nor why postal clerks at the ports

THE NEW POST OFFICE. 

“Tall oaks from little acorns grow. 
Truly is this so in the case vf the Imperial 
Post. For four yews its habitation has 
been a “shanty”; the two back rooms of 
the Filiture ; low, damp, mouldy, noisy. 
‘The New Customs’ Post Office is a handsome 
building, standing just beyond the Police 
Station, with commodious offices for the 
distribution of mails throughout a large 
portion of the Kiangnan. “The southern 
part of the building with its spacious 
verandahs is the residence of the Postal 
Agent. We hope the “I. G.” will let our 
courteous Postmaster, Mr. Scott, long 
remain in his well-earned position. 

Though China does not belong to the 
Postal “Union, yet the Imperial Post 
delivers foreign mails promptly, free of 
charge. The rapidity of the dispatch of 
mails in the two central provinces is 
xpecially noticed by parties interested. 

A YEAR OF AMNESTY.

BOXER TROUBLES 


in the interior are again causing much 
anxiety. We have many incongruous re- 
ports of very serious trouble near Pao- 
tingfu: there ought to be little uncer- 
tainty, for we are in daily communication 
with the city by rail. The reports all 
agree that there has been a very serious 
loss of life among the native Roman Catho- 
lie converts ; the numbers vary from forty 
to one hundred and fifty. One ghastly 
account has it that the Boxers surrounded 
the church while service was going on, 
fastened the doors and then roasted the 
victims to death; but happily there is 
reason for believing this is a grotesque 
exaggeration. There is great activity 
among the Ministers in Peking on this 
matter, they have all along been in per- 
sonal correspondence with their co-nation- 
als in the disturbed districts, and they well 
know how critical the danger is in’ some 
places, and how widespread the disaffection 
really is. The French and German M 

ters have especially been kept well inform- 
ed by their priests. Although all the for- 
eign denominations are abominated, yet 
the Roman Catholics someliow manage to 
incur a more intense hatred. ‘The French 
Admiral is on his way up, and the depart- 
ure of the British marine guard from Tien- 
tsin has once more been countermanded by 
wire from the British Admiral. Half a 
battalion of soldiers was sent up this week 
to Paotingfu from the Taku forts and 
camps, so that the Chinese aro clearly of 
opinion that affairs are serious. 

We have not yet been able to identify 
the reports of these troubles with others 
that came early in the week—that the 
Boxers were active on the Lu-Lan railway 
route, and were causing some anxiety to 
the Belgian officials and engineers. ‘The 
German engincers in Shantung have also 
had more trouble, and we hear of an at- 
tack on the Christians at Kaomi and the 
murder of the magistrate who tried to pro- 
tect them.

Kearsarge. In the construction of this 
ship various new principles of war-ship 
building are exemplified, the most import- 
ant being what are commonly known 
as double-decked turrets fore and 
aft. These consist of x turret, containing 
8 inch guns, super-imposed upon a tur- 
ret containing thirteen inch guns. One of 
the questions raised was whether the ship 
could stand the discharge of all four guns 
simultaneously. Another question “was 
whether men in the turret could stand the 
shock of the firing of the other big guns in 
the adjoining turret. Of the second there 
proved to be no reason for apprehension, 
and the firing of the four guns at once pro- 
duced not the slightest injury to the ship. 
It is possible that some of the other battle- 
ships now under way will have this double- 
turreted feature, though there is still great 
opposition in high places in the navy.

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Dealing with the question in its wider 
aspect, and regarding the case in the lizht 
of its’ probable effect upon the future 
administration of the Settlement, the 
Council is of the opinion, which was 
emphasised before the Court by its 
Legal Adviser, that the question at 
issue between Mr. Porter and the Muni- 
cipality, referring as it did to a matter of 
internal and financial administration, was 
one in which the Court of Consuls could 
not properly exercise jurisdiction. Referring 
to the arguments laid hefore the Court on 
this point, the Council holds that although 
the results in this instance are not of 
grave public importance, the precedent 
thus created is one which requires very 
serious consideration. 

‘The members concur in the view that 
in finangial and other questions relating to 
purely internal administration the Couneil’s 
policy and actions should properly be 
called in question and revise if necessary 
by discussion and vote of the Ratepayers 
in meeting asrembled. This recourse was 
open to Mr. Porter, and the matter was 
one properly to be decided upon by the 
Ratepayers, as they might consider best in 
the general interest of the community. On 
the other hand, recourse to the Court on 
such a question, might, if resulting in a 
judgment opposed to the expressed direc- 
tions of the Electors, be productive of grave 
consequences to the local government of 
Shanghai, and necessitate the establish- 
ment of a recognised procedure for appeal 
to Peking. 2

be present, and as nearly all the seats have 
been booked there is a certainty of a 
bumper house. 

‘A smoking concert entertainment is not 
altogether favourable for a dramatic re- 
presentation, as the performers know that 
they are playing to their friends, and are 
not therefure so careful about attention to 
1 hefore 
the general public, but for all this the 
piece ran remarkably well and was very 
funny as a whole. ‘The selection of the 
Queen's birthday for the opening per- 
formance gave a welcome opportunity for 
a display of loyalty from Britishers, and 
esteem and veneration from citizens and 
subjects of other nationalities, and therefore 
the orchestra, under the direction of Mr. 
Wedemeyer, opened proceedings with the 











British national authem, in which all 
present joined. Indeed, the exuberance of 
loyalty amongst some of the British 


audience caused this ovation to be anti- 
cipated, for before the orchestra were 
in their pluces the ‘the Bill of the Play” 
was upset hy an ardent cricketer leading 
off “God save the Queen,” iu which the 
rest heartily joined. This, however, did 
not diminish the enthusiasm with which 
the National Anthem was repeated shortly 
afterwards. It unfortunately happened 
that something went wrong with the gus, 
soj that it was not possible for some 
little time to. vse the sunlight or the 
footlights, and it was necessary to rig 
up a screen with the clectric light in 
front of the stage, so that the actors could 
be seen, and this caused considerable delay 
in raising the curtain, but when after the 
orchestra had played Planquette’s overture 
the stage was displayed, it was found 
that the scene was laid on the familiar 
Bund, and that the action of the piece was 
carried on by a strange mixture of the 
genuine character of ‘Les Cloches” and 
an odd assortment of local officials, visitors 
and residents. The plot of the first. scene 
was very diverting, and it served to in- 
troduce several actors to the Lyceum stage 
who had never before been seen there, 
amongst many with whom the theatre-going 
public are familiar, but as the piece is to be 
played on Monday before the general public 
It is not advisable to go into details of the 
plot or business, as it would othersise spoil 
the enjoyment of those who intend being 
present on that oceasion. It will therefore 
be sufiicient to say that the second scene ras, 
also view of aportion of the Bund, and that 
the third scene of the first act was laid at the 
Mixed Court, where was demonstrated the 
urgent necessity for some reformation of 
that establishment.

‘The 7th Flower Show under the auspices 
‘of the Horticultural Society of Shanghai was 
held on Saturday afternoon on the Bund 
foreshore oppovite Ewo, and was very 
well attended. The exhibits were display- 
ed in a large marquee, fly decorated, 
and_a smaller pavilion was devoted to the 
exhibition of the ladies’ art in table decora- 
tion, and here, too, tea was provided for the 
lady visitors. ' At one time during the day 
there was a fall of rain that threatened to 
Jast into the afternoon, but this fortunately 
held off and the weather was fine, though 
the heat in the tents was very oppressive. 
‘The Regatta being in progeess on the river 
in front of the Show, helped to make the 
scene one of pleasing animation. The Town 
Band played a well selected programme of 
music during the afternoon and greatly 
enhanced the attraction to the visitors. 

Of the Show itself it may be said that, 
considering the lateness of the season, 
the exhibition was a creditable one. 
Had it nos been for the Horse and 
Pony Show being fixed for the 19th instant 
‘that date would have been taken for the 
Flower Show, and then there would have 
been © good display of roses, and 
increased exhibits of pelargoniums, calceo- 
Yarias, geraniums, mimulus, etc. As it 
was, the roses were represented by five 
very poor specimens, ‘There were some 
fairly good fuchsins, but no double ones at 
all. There were some good exhibits of 
ehrysanthemums both annual and mar- 
guerites, but there was a sad fulling off 
in the ‘display of ornamental grasses, 
which are yonerally such a marked feature 
‘at the Flower Show. As usual there 
was a large show of ferns of various sorts, 
many of which were really splendid speci- 
mens. The selaginellas were good, and 
there were two large tubs of pilea micro- 
phylla that were beautifully grown. There 
was an entire absenee for the first time of 
tree ferns, but there were some exquisite 
and rare palins exhibited, and some strik- 
ing foliage plants were on show, though 
the disphy of begonias, whether Sbrous or 
foliage, was not up to the usual mark, 

Some remukebly good steawherries 
were exhibited, and Mr. J. Ambrose 
fully deserved the first and second prizes 
that fell to him.

VOLUNTEER FIRING 
PRACTICE. 
To the Editor of the 
Nontu-Ciusa Daity News, 

Sm,—I beg to call attention to the 
recent raising of the price of ammunition 
for the J.ee-Metford rifle sold by the Muni- 
cipal Council to the Volunteers individual 
ly. At present, with the exception of the 
monthly competitions, ete., the volunteers 
xet no shooting practice at all unless they 
purchase the ammunition themselves, the 
price of which has hitherto been $4.00 per 
100, but is xd to $6.00. 

The recruit on first joining, and w 
the wish to shoot well, may invest in, s 
100 or 200 cartridges, but it is surprisi 
how rapidly these melt away down the bar- 
rel of « rifle, and when they are finished, 
to the ordinary volunteer, there is no very 
marked difference in the accuracy of 
shooting. The consequence is t 
the nov 
volunteer” does a1 
money, even if he 6, on more 
cartridges, and the rille-butis. are. there 
fore seldom frequented except at the times 
of the monthly competitions, ete., and 
with the increase in pri pro- 
bablo that the butts will be almost en- 
tarely deserted. Many of the volunteers 
go up every year to the butts to fire the 
2 sl 200 yards range necessary for 
ciency, and then never practice again 
next year comes round. This is 
not as it should be; the volunteers should 
bo encouraged in every way to become 
Hood marksmen, expecially iv these trou-

The greate 
number of the volunteers do not enter 
for the competitions, and when a man 
spends « few hundred cartridges and 
finds he improves but slowly, he finds it 
too great an expense to go on, so after 
| passing the third class firing ‘which is 
compulsory for efficiency, most of them 
give up practice altogether. 

It seems strange that the Municipal 
Council, having undertaken the expense 
of organising, arming and equipping a 
body of voluntcers for the protection of 
the citizens, will not grant them sufficient 
ammunition to make themselves thor- 
oughly efficient. in the use of their 
weapons, especially as we understand 
they get a free ‘grant of ammunition 
vearly from Hongkong. ‘The men know 
how to fire their rifles, but can they hit 
chat they fire at?" The third ‘class

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MISSIONARY STATUS. 


To the Editor of the 
Nonti-Curxa Dairy News. 


$i,—The other day we took the liber- 
ty of sending you a letter on the abov 
question in which we referred to Mr. 
Foster's objections: His chief one w: 
the abuse which Roman Catholics make 
of the yamén, regarding which he used 
the strongest language. 


Since then, your issue of the 9th inst. 
has come to nd. It contains a letter 
from your Kingménchou correspondent 
in this province, who writes regarding 
the abuse of the yamén by Protestants 
as follows: —“To show his appreciation 
of the manner in which the Wesleyan 
Mission conducted their Church 
“AN the time I have been maj 
here,’ continued he, ‘I have had no 
trouble with any of your members and 
all to whom I have spoken about you, 
speak well of your Mission. But 
very different with the —— and the — 
Missions. I am always having trouble 
with them, because they evidently allow 
the lowest of the low to enter their 
Churches and then protect them from 
punishment for wrong-doing. T have had 
to deal with gamblers and other low fel- 
lows belonging to one or other of these 
two Churches, who tnink that becauso 
they have entered the Church I cannot 
punish them. But they are mistaken, 
thoy are still Chinese ‘subjects and if 
they break the law after entering the 
Church I shall punish them with rigour.’ 
Hoe moreover remarked that it was 
strange that they should not only receive 
such men, but when they get into trouble 
for breaking the law that they should 
protect and assist them at the yaméns.” 


Of the missions indicated above by 
——, one of them is Mr. Foster's. It is 
certainly curious to note that the same 
things which Mr. Foster charges against 
R.C. missions, other missions charge 
against his own. ‘Judge not that ye be 
not judged, for with what measure ye 
mete it shall be measured to you again” 
is a Gospel precept worth bearing in 
mind. 

We do not for 2 moment suppose that 
the charge brought by this worthy mag- 
istrate against’ Mr. Foster's 
and —— mission, of evidently allowing 
the lowest of the low to enter their 
churches, and then protecting them from 

unishment for wrong-doing; of har- 

jouring gamblers and other low fel- 
lows, and when they get into trouble 
for breaking the laws, protecting and as- 
sisting them at the yaméns, contains an 
atom of truth, There is an old story 
abont an Englishman and a Frenchman 
who agreed to fight a duel with pistols in 
adark room.

REVERSION AND REFORM.

This then, is what we mean by “rever- 
sion to type,” but on translating the 
phrase into Chinese, we gain a most re- 
markable result. Reversion is just 
<iu” J, and type is either “ pin” AR 
or “cht” ZI]; both of which couples 
ve long stood for the term “reforma- 
tion,” the direct opposite of our Western 
reversion to type. 

The fact is that both Chin 
; Western terms look back to “as it was 
the beginning,” but date that beginning 
differently. In the case of animals or 
plants we date back to the wild state ; 
in the case of humanity we date back to 
man in the condition he was before educa- 
| tion and religion began their work upon 
him, or to an carly savage state generally. 
While the Chinese, holding the doctrine, 

‘Men at first, 

Disposition radically good, 
dato back to that assumed condition, 
when conscience was supreine. 

In the national application of the two 
terms, we date buck to the age of woad- 
daubing, while the Chinese date hack to 
the days of ideal rulers who obviously had 
not many folks to rule (the earliest being 
just patriarchs or deads of migratory 
| clans), but who ruled so well as to become 
| a perpetually quoted pattern for after ay 

If we date Chinese history back to the 
days of the Sages, the resuits are much tho 
sune, for Coniucius and Meneius and all 
the lesser lights, proclaim and embody suoh 
earlier principles of right government, and 
give to the Chinese phrase the meaning of 
® return to the principles of such right 
government. 

‘Tho case is paralicled in the West from 
the Protestant standpomt ot the Reforma- 
tion being just a return to the principles 
of the Now Testament, a reversion to that 
admirable type. 

Now while we of the West may quote 
Roman law rather than the New Testament 
in connection with our scheme of national 
law and legal matters generally largely 
from our ingrained aversion to “ cant,” the 
Chinese have no such reserve, but ‘refer 
everything to their “Bible” (or collection 
of sacred books), and make a literary know- 
ledgo of the contents of that “ Bible” the 
oue assumed passport to mandarindom. 
In other words, every member of tho 
‘Tsungli Yamén, as every mandarin greater 
or smaller, holds his “* Bible” as tightly 
under his arm as any missionary may de 
who is on his way to conduct a service. A 
mandarin who is uot assumed to hold and 
enforce the contents of his Bible,” 
would be as anomalous a being as « mis- 
sionary who is not assumed to hold or 
quote his Bibl 

Wo then, it is natural to ask, are the 
main characteristics of what the Chinese 
statesman or mandarin holds as his Law- 
book ? The reply can hardly be summed 
up in the one word Confucianism, for 
that term is a mere begging the ‘ques- 
tion, and is in its common Western inter- 
pretation, more or less misleading. 

The Chinese “ Bible” is a collection of 
writings, part of which existed long be- 
fore Confucius (just as our Old Testament 
existed before the New) but which had 
the sanction and passed through the 
editorship of him whom Chuiese call the 
Master. A portion consists of the words 
of Confucius himself, jotted down by his 
disciples, and a portion consists of ser- 
monettes based on the known opinions of 


our Western dogs let 
| tion or two, we should fin 
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Confucius, aud written after 
death by’ his prominent disciples. The ; 
make-up then (apart from the doctrin>s | 
aud personalities) of both our Beriptures | 
and the Chinese Clasises, 15 seen to ram on 
almost parallel lines. The Chinese Clas-| 
sies are called Confucian in the sense thas | 
our whole Biblo is called Christa. 

‘The Chinese classics, howerer, can hard- 
ly be said to formulate a system of reli- 
gion, though they contain some details 
which may be considered and judged from 
a religious standpoint. Confucius no 
more professed to be a founder of a reli- 
gion than did Ruskin. The latter was 
concerned with universal principles of 
morality as illustrated in art; the former 
proclaimed and enforced universal princi- 
ples of morality as applied to government. 
Both appeal to the universal conscience. 
A true follower of Ruskin, whether 
Oriental or Western, is a man who puts 
conscience into his art and daily life gen- 
erally ; a true follower of Confucius, 
whether Chinese or Western, is ono who 
puts conscience into his government. The 
precise methods of art or government, 
whether Oriental or Western, may be left 
to the dictates of time and place. Ruskin 
certainly preferred Western methods ; 
Confucius grappled with the precise needs 
of his day ; but being advocates of prin- 
ciples rather than method, the doctrines of 
cither could be applied’ under varying 
methods. For principles belong neither 
to East nor West, but concera the general 
conscience the wide world over. 

‘Taking Confucius as a political nioralist 
(which is his true position), we of the West 
must give bis teaching as a whole our 
hearty approbation. Nay more, our whole 
Reformation in government as illustrated 

in Makenzie’s ““ Nineteenth Century,” 

shows low under a Christian impetus, the 
general principles found in the general 
conscience, and proclaimed by Confucius, 
may be and are translated into national 
fact. Our Reforms have been a return to 
conscience and justice as applied to go- 
yernment, which was the mala point that 
Confucius’ advocated. 

Christianity ‘is by no means anti-Con- 




















fucian, if Confucius be regarded as 
man who appealed “to con- 
seionce and duty in government. 





The earthward principles of conscience 
everywhere must coincide in the mam. 
Christianity (dealing as it does with en- 
ablings higher than human), adds the 
motivo power to the “Confucian” machi- 
nery, and the sky of heaven to the “Con- 
fucian ” landscape. 

Tt may surprise many a reader, but 
is nevertheless true, that the Moral 
Philosophy of the ’West to-day, as 
taught in our Theological Colleges, af- 
ter discussing Hobbes, Mill, Bentley and 
others, finds its resting-place in the  ful- 
filment of relations the main point of 
the true Confucian ethics. According to 
which, « king is kingly, and“ kings” his 
subjects—every noun of relationship being 
in Confucius’ hands, convertible into a 
verb—n father “fathers ” his children, and 
50 on, as our language can hardly show, 
through the whole range of relationships 
upward as well as downward. Confucius 
never claimed to invent all this, he dis- 
covered it in the universal conscience, pro- 

imed it, and as magistrate of Chungtu 
(B.C. 500-196), enforced it in the region of 
xovernment, and did so with conspicuous 
success, till’a neighbouring State, moved 
with envy at such an upsetting ‘of the 
“balance of power,” used the artifice of 
Balaam son of Beor, and caused the Prince 
of Im (the State where the Sage was mag- 
istrate) to “revert to type,” that is to fall 
back into selfish and animal gratification, 
until Confucius resigned and became a 
wanderer. 

‘Modern mandarindom is no more a part 































of the original Confucian system than Tam- 
many is a part of the Bible system, But 


his | there is this difference, Mandarindom pro- | docile good huniour of th 


fessed to be Confucian. 

Tho relation Mandarindom as a system 
bears to the Confucian system is much like 
that which a Pharisee-Publicaa (if we can 
imagine such a compound) would bear to 
the law of Moses. Mandarindom is char- 
aeterised by outward observance of form 
and ceremony (Pharisaism); and is a gi- 
gantic system of Criental’ Publicanisin, 
with actual “ publicans” as its underlings, 
in all of which we find a reversion to type, 
the type which lies in the opposite direc- 
tion from that of Confucius. And it no 
more follows that Confucius would remain 
unpersecuted by Mandarindom nowadays, 
than did He of old who embodied the 
inner principles of the Mosaic 
persecution in old Judaea. 

Confucius was a political reformer in his 
day ; the Reformers of to-day but profess 
to advocate a return to the principles of 
Confucius, but to his principles as em- 
bodied in methods suited to these times, as 
Confucius’ actual methods were suited to 
his times. Western methods, to their 
mind, embodying many of those principles, 
are the most “Confucian” that could be 
enforced at the present day. 

But recent rm

While the various rival States of 
much resembled Europe to a 
n (even to the Peace Congress 
quel, sce Legge Vol. V. Proleg. 
), the various tribes around 
the heterogeneous cluster of States, were 
barbarians, sometinies submissive, some- 
timos marauding. Hence the pleasing 
fiction, prevalent fifty years back, that 
Europeans might bé” Safely left out of 
reckoning. 

Confucianism has no international 
side. Its principles were merely ap- 
blied to a collection of States which may 
all be roughly termed Chinese. And 
while the general principles of conscience 
are universal, the application of those 
principles in ‘Confucius’ hands, stopped 
short (with few exceptions) at tho point 
of the internal relations ‘of Chinese go 
ernment. So that the modern Chinese 
statesman if he quotes ut all, may be 
tempted to translate “barbarian” (for: 
getting that the “barbarians” are mostly 
included in present day China) into 
“foreign devil,” and apply the term to 
tho great bulk of humanity who do not 
happen to havo been born in his corner of 
tho globe; or he may feel that he has ne 
Precedent in, books Confucian, and be 
forced to act as best he can’ “without 
book.”

Telegrams received in Tokio announce 
that the United States Senate have passed 
the bill for reorganising the system of Gov- 
ernment in Hawaii, and that it will probably | 
receive the President's approval and be pro- | 
mulgated ina few days, after which it will 
become operative within six weeks. Its 
most direct effect will be to invalisate all 
contracts for the sup ly of forein Ixbour, 
concluded subsequently to the 12ch of 
ogust, 1898, Further, the Jaws of the 
United’ States will become applicable to 
Hawaii in the matters of labour 
cabotage, and 
newspapers, in reporting this news, predict 
the immediate collapse of all emigration 
companies in Japan. In other respects, too, 
the situation created will beserious for this 
country. The operation of the United 
States tariff will render it difficult and cost- 
ly for the Japanese now in Hawaii to ob- 
tain supplies from Japan, as they have 
hitherto been in the habit of doing. and the 
-trade restrictions will mske it. im- 
for « Japanese vessel to call at 
route for America, The last dif- 
Geulty will be immediately felt hy the 
steamers of the Toyo Kisen Kaisha, now 
workin th the P.M. S.S. 
Company and the 0. & O. S. S. Company. 
No adjustment appears to be possible. ‘To 
transfer the Japanese steamers to the Am- 
eriean flag is impossible, for they would thus 
forfeit their title to a Govern bsidy.

‘This was not proved asa foreign judg- 
ment, but was admutted by the parties to 
bea record, made at the time, of an agree- 
ment between them. It was proved that 
the above sum of Tis. 1,750 was made up 
as follows :—Tls. 1,000 was the 5th 
instalment payable under the contract, 
«+when the work is completed and the keys 
given over to Mr. Moore,” and Tis. 700 
was on uccount of considerable extra 
work done by Chang Chun-foo, beyond 
that required by the contract, and of such 
extra work ample evidence was adduced. 
‘The houses seem to have been completed 
early in September for, on the Ist of that 
month, a tenant moved into one of them 
and on the 10th into the other. I think 
it is proved that on the 18th of September, 
1899, Chang Chun-foo called at Mr. 
Moore's office, demanded payment and 
received from’ Mr. Moore a cheque for 
Tis. 1,000, he (Chang Chun-foo) first 
signing’a paper in Chinese. ‘The following 
isa translation of the document put in by 
the defendant as the paper in question :— 
“This is to certify that Mr. Lewis Moore 
owes me the sum of Tls, 900 in full payment 
for the two foreizn houses I am build- 
ing for him in“ Boone Road, Hongkow, 
this being in addition to’ the sums 
already received from time to time, and 
the Mixed Court award regarding this 
matter boing waived by mutual coneout, If 
there is any bad work or material in these 
houses, to which notice is drawn within 
three months, Mr. Chang Chin-hsien shall 
act as arditrator. " The paymont of the sum. 
still owing to me has been mutually agreed 
to fall due on 15th of December, when the 
sum of Tis. 262.50 shall be deducted there- 
from in consideration of the foreign locks, 
fixings, drain pipes, eto., supplied by Mr. 
Moore. (Signed) Chang Chun Chi (dated)

this to havo been the paper then signed by 
the plaintiff, his counsel held that it showed 
no consideration proceeding from the de- 
fendant, while defendant's couusel con. 
tended that the consideration wag that the 
defendant paid the Tis. 1,000 without 
waiting fora survey of the’ houses by « 
foreign architect. It was not suggested 
that this document was not made subject 
to British law. Mr. Moore, who gave his 
evidence in a perfectly straightforward 
manner, said ‘he signed either because he 
‘was afraid of a survey or becavse he was 
“in a hurry for his inoney.” Had then 
tho plaintiff agreed that the sum of Tis. 
1,000, due as above stated, when the

Tt was not 
proved either that he had so agreed or 
that Mr. Moore had undertaken not to 
have a survey by a foreign architect before 
paying tho final instalment of ‘ls, 900.
